A Q UESTIO N th* American peo­ 
ple must eventually decide ha* been1 
pushed further Into the limelight} 
by Artemus L. Gates, assistant sec­ 
retary of the navy for air, who has 
been visiting the fighting fronts in 
the Pacific. Returning to Pearl Har-j 
bor, Gates has declared that the 
United States must keep "permanent 
bases ’ in the Marianas after the;

Naval Affairs committee announced j
